Dr. J. S. Stewart briefly addressed the Legislative Assembly, 
and in graceful terms withdrew his name from nomination 
as he had never wished or expressed any desire to hold the — 
position of Speaker. 

The Clerk of the House then said: ‘‘As the Honourable 
Member for Lethbridge, Dr. J. S. Stewart, has withdrawn his — 
name from nomination, I now declare that Oran Leo McPherson 
is duly appointed Speaker of this Legislative Assembly according

The Speaker retired, and re-entered the House robed, — 
accompanied by his mover and seconder, and, standing on the 
upper step of the dais, thanked the House for the honour conferred 
upon him in the following speech: 


‘““M EMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


‘Please receive this expression of my sincere and hearty 
thanks for the great honour you have this day conferred upon me 
by electing me as your Speaker. 

“T sincerely appreciate the honour, while at the same time 
expressing the conviction that you have laid upon me a heavy 
burden of responsibility requiring qualities of firmness, dis- 
cretion, tact and impartiality. 

“T am deeply conscious of my unfitness for the position, 
but I shall rely upon the loyal co-operation of all the Honourable 
Members in all parts of the House to uphold me in maintaining | 
our rules, orders and regulations, in vindication of our undoubted 
rights and privileges, and in preserving, at all times, full freedom 
of debate so important and necessary for the consideration of 
all questions which shall come before the Legislative Assembly. 

‘With a spirit of hearty co-operation ever present, and 
with the object of best serving those whose trust we hold always 
before us, I am sure that the loyal and friendly relationship, 
so necessary for the accomplishment of the greatest good, will 
abide with us.”’ 






: The Speaker then took his seat and the Mace was placed 
on the table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. — ut . 


His Honour returned to the House and took his seat on the 
Throne. . 
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Mr. Speaker then said: 

“May it please your Honour, the Legislative Assembly 
have elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able 
to fulfil the important duties thus assigned to me. If in the 
_ performance of those duties I should at any time fall into error 
I pray that the fault may be imputed to me and not to the 
Assembly, whose servant I am, and whc, through me, the better 
to enable them to discharge their duty to their King and Country, 
hereby claim all their undoubted rights and privileges especially 
- that they may have freedom of speech in their debates and access 
to your person at all seasonable times; and that their proceedings 
‘ may receive from you the most favourable construction.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 

‘‘T am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor 
to declare to you that he freely confides in the duty and attach- 
ment of the Assembly to His Majesty’s person and Government 
and not doubting that their proceedngs will be conducted with 
wisdom, temper and prudence he grants and upon all occasions 
will recognize and allow their constitutional privileges. 

“I am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly 
shall have ready access to His Honour upon all suitable occasions 
and all their proceedings as well as their work and actions will 
constantly receive from him the most favourable construction.” 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 
“SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


“Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 

‘““T welcome you to the opening of the First Session of the 
Fifth Legislative Assembly. 

‘Since the close of the last Session, His Grace the Duke of 
Devonshire has concluded a term of service as Governor General 
of Canada, which will be remembered with deep appreciation. 
He has been succeeded by Baron Byng of Vimy as His Majesty’s 
representative. It is with great satisfaction that we welcome 
him, and we believe that the services he will render in this 
capacity will be of the same high order as those which endeared 
him to our people as Commander of the Canadian Troops at 
the Front. 3 

“Tn common with many other parts of Canada and the world, 
Alberta has suffered the general economic and industrial depres- 
sion following the war, but present indications give hope of a 
gradual recovery. This depression has resulted in extensive 
unemployment. My Government has taken full cognizance 
of these conditions and has instituted measures to meet immediate 
necessities, at the same time considering a more satisfactory 
method of dealing with the problem. Legislation will be intro- 
duced to create a Bureau of Labour in order that the problems 
concerning the wage-earners throughout the Province may receive 
that consideration to which they are entitled. — 
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“The conditions existing in certain sections of the Southern 
part of the Province, consequent upon failures of crops and general 
depression in markets and the financial conditions created by a 
series of poor crop seasons, have received the attention of the 
Government. Necessary measures for the immediate relief 
of the residents of these sections have been undertaken, and, 
with the hope of arriving at a permanent solution of this problem, 
my Government appointed the Southern Alberta Survey Board. 
The report of the Board, the outstanding feature of which is 
faith and confidence in the future of the area under investigation, 
will shortly be placed before you. 


“My Government fully appreciates the necessity for strict 


economy and careful administration in order to maintain un- 
impaired the credit of the Province, but with faith in the future 
of the Province it is felt that a strong development policy is 
necessary. ‘To this end, legislation will be submitted to you 
providing for a Public Highway System. You will also be asked 
to provide for Railway and Telephone extensions. 

‘““Harnest attention is being given to the Marketing of Farm 


Products, and steps are being considered for the creation of 


increased facilities in this respect. 

“Believing that any improvement in the general economic 
condition of the Province is dependent upon a substantial 
reduction of freight rates, my Government will co-operate with 
the Governments of the other Western Provinces in pressing 
for a reduction of rates on farm products. A Freight’ Rates 


Expert has been engaged to make a survey of rates as they 


affect the consumer, the marketing of agricultural products, | 


and the proper development of the mineral and other resources 
of the Province. 

‘The question of the return of the Natural Resources has been 
the subject of a conference between my advisers and the Minister 
of the Interior. My Government will continue to urge upon the 
Dominion Government the necesity for their immediate transfer. 

“It is most gratifying to observe in every element of the 
community a growing sense of the importance of Education. 
This is shown by the increased attendance at the University 
and the High Schools of the Province and by the fact that the 
number of rural schools in which grades higher than the Eighth 
are being taught has gradually increased during the past year. 
It will be the policy of the Government to foster and to assist 


as far as possible in providing the means of meeting this most — 


commendable desire for education. 


“The question of Public Health will receive the earnest con- — 
sideration of my Government, not only from the preventive — 
but also from the curative standpoint. Child Welfare Clinics — 


and Public School Inspections will be increased, and further 
Municipal Hospital Districts organized. 

‘You will be asked to consider legislation dealing with certain 
important amendments to existing Statutes. 


“The annual reports of the various Departments of the — 


Government will be presented to the House in due course. 
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_ “The Public Accounts for the last Fiseal Year will be placed 
before you, and the Estimates of Expenditure for the current 
fiscal year will be submitted for your consideration. 

— “T now leave you to these and any other matters that may be 
submitted to you, with confidence that the public interest. will 
at all times be advanced and fully safeguarded.”’ 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
House. 


Ordered, that the Honourable Mr. Greenfield have leave 
to introduce a Bill intituled “An Act respecting the Administra- 
tion of Oaths of Office to Persons appointed as Justices of the 
Peace.”’

That, whereas under the generally accepted interpretation 
of the working of the British Parliamentary System it is assumed 
that the defeat of a Bill or Measure presented to the Legislative 
Assembly by a Minister of the Crown officially on behalf of the 
Government is in itself a defeat of the Government; and 

Whereas the Members of this Legislative Assembly feel 
that the time has come when Members ought to be free to vote 
either for or against any Bill or Measure before the House 
without thereby expressing lack of confidence in the Govern- 
ment; 

Therefore, be it resolved, that this House express its desire 
that the Premier ought not to consider the defeat of any Govern- 
ment Measure or Motion a sufficient reason for tendering the 
resignation of his Government, unless such defeat be followed 
by a vote of non-confidence in the Government.. 

A debate followed. 

The Hon. Mr. Boyle rose to a Point of Order and objected 
to the Resolution on various grounds stated by him at length, 
the chief of which was that the Resolution proposed to interfere 
with the constitutional usages of the Crown. 

The Speaker then gave his ruling on the Point of Order 
raised, as follows: 

“That he knew this Point of Order had been settled by a 
former Speaker in respect to a former Resolution, under similar 
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terms, if not in identical terms, but he did not consider that this 
decision was binding on him. As the matter, however, was one 
of great importance, he would refer it to the House.”’ 

The Hon. Mr. Boyle said he did not wish to challenge the 
Speaker’s ruling, and was quite prepared to withdraw the Point 
of Order. 

The Speaker thereupon asked those who were in favour 
of the Resolution being debated to say ‘‘ Aye,” and those who 
were against the Resolution to say ‘‘ No,’’ and declared that the 
‘“ Ayes” have it. 

The debate continued. 

Dr. Stewart rose to a Point of Order and stated that, inas- 
much as our Rule numbered 603 declared that ‘‘ In all unprovided 
cases, the Rules, usages, forms and regulations of the House 
of Commons of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, as in force at the time, shall be followed if applicable.”’ 
And proceeded to show that, as we had no Rule respecting the 
Point of Order raised by the Resolution, he therefore raised 
the Point of Order, if in that case the Rules, usages, forms and 
Regulations of the House of Commons of Great Britain should 
not govern the question before the House. 

The Speaker said that he was not aware of any statement 
contained in the Resolution to which Rule numbered 603 would 
apply and therefore ruled against the Point of Order raised by 
the Hon. Member.

Mr. N. 8. Smith moved as an amendment, seconded by 
Mr. Forster: 

That all the words in the Resolution after the word 
‘‘Whereas’’ where the same occurs in the first line thereof be 
struck out and the following substituted therefore: ‘It is the 
opinion of this House that freedom of speech and action on the 
part of the individual members should be encouraged; 

‘And whereas the British Parliamentary Convention that a 
Minister should resign when it loses the confidenc of the House, 
may, unless construed in the most liberal manner, militate 
against such freedom of speech and action; 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that this House express its desire 
that the Government should not in cases within the discretion 
of the Government, be bound to accept the defeat of any Gov- 
ernment Bill or Measure as an occasion for resignation unless 
followed by a vote of non-confidence.”’ 1 

The Hon. Mr. Boyle asked the Premier the following 
question: | : 

“Whether or not he thinks the Lieutenant Governor would 
continue him in office once it became evident that he was 
unable to induce the Legislature to concur in important measures 
which he deemed necessary in the interests of the country, and 
if so, would he wish to remain in office under such conditions?” 

The Hon. Mr. Greenfield, in reply, said: 

“T think it would be very unwise for me, on behalf of the 
Government, to commit myself at this time by any statement 
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as to what I would do or would not- do under any special cir- 
cumstances if this resolution is passed. 

‘““My understanding of the unwritten rule of British Par- 
liamentary Procedure is that the Ministry shall resign if it loses 
the confidence of the House.” 

‘“‘T certainly have no hesitation in saying that this Govern- 
ment will not endeavour to carry on if it feels it has lost that 
confidence. 

‘‘But as to what votes may or may not oblige the Govern- 
ment to resign, I would not attempt to say. 

“The Government might, at some time in the future, 
feel itself so committed to some question of policy that the 
defeat of the measure would of necessity require the Govern- 
ment’s resignation. 

‘“‘T am of the opinion that signs will not be lacking when 
the Government loses the confidence of the House. 

‘“T do not think I can conscientiously say anything more 
than that I will, to the best of my ability, live up to the highest 
traditions of British Parliamentary Procedure.” 

The debate continued.

(4) To any person employed by the day at a daily rate of 
pay, which is that of the regular scale for their work; 

(5) To any official whose remuneration takes the form of a 
retainer rather than pay for full time work; 

(6) To any employee who is provided, in whole or in part, 
with board or lodging.

PRIVY COUNCIL

The Committee of the Privy Council have had before them 
a report, dated 25th January, 1922, from the Prime Minister, 
submitting the following observations with reference to the Order 
in Council of 7th October, 1921 (P.C. 3831), respecting unem- 
ployment relief. 

1. The present administration, assuming office at the close 
of the year 1921, finds that a condition of unemployment be- 
ginning in the late months of 1920 and continuing throughout 
the year 1921 does not promise any material abatement during 
the early winter months of 1922. 

2. Consideration has been given to the means which would 
seem best adapted to the relief of the distress resulting from 
severe unemployment conditions, and the provisions to this end 
of P.C. 3831 have been carefully noted. 

3. The Minister concurs in the view that the question of 
unemployment relief is fundamentally a municipal and pro- 
vincial responsibility ; that the abnormal economic and industrial 
conditions now existing and arising in a measure out of the late 
war alone afford justification for action on the part of the Federal 
authorities; that Federal action must therefore supplement 
municipal and provincial efforts, must be designed on lines per- 
mitting close and effective co-operation with and supervision 
by municipal and provincial authorities, and must be propor- 
tioned by the efforts of those authorities. 

4. The municipal undertakings in the nature of public 
works are important factors in meeting unemployment conditions, 
but such undertakings cannot be proceeded with during the winter 
months save at a considerably increased cost, which is in many 
cases beyond the financial resources of the municipalities. 

5. That, having these various points in mind, it is desirable 
that Federal employment assistance and unemployment relief 
should be granted on the following basis: 

(a) In the case of public works undertaken by a muni- 
cipality during the winter months and especially with a view 
to the relief of unemployment in the district, the municipality 
will bear the normal cost and the Federal Government will bear 
one-half of the extra cost incurred by the prosecution of the work 
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during the winter season, the estimate of the normal cost to be 
approved by officers of the Federal Department of Public Works; 
the Federal grant to be conditional on the Province assuming 
responsibility for one-third of such excess expenditure. 

(6) That where work cannot be provided, the Federal 
Government will refund to a municipality one-third of the 
disbursements made on account of unemployment relief, dis- 
bursed to others than those specified in paragraph (d) following 
and conditional on the participation on an equal basis by the 
Province concerned. | 

(c) That where in certain Provinces there are unorganized 
districts without municipal government in which unemployment 
or distress exists and the Provincial Government finds it necessary 
to administer a system of unemployment or distress relief, the 
Federal Government will reimburse the Provincial Government 
to the extent of one-half of such disbursements for relief and for 
the administration of the unemployment or distress relief policy 
in the district. 

(d) That in the case of unemployed former members of the 
Canadian or British Forces, now in Canada, discharged as 
physically fit or not entitled to assistance by the Department 
of Soldiers’ Civil Re-Establishment, the Federal Government 
will reimburse the municipal authorities to the extent of one-half 
the disbursements made for unemployment relief, the remaining 
quota to be contributed in equal parts by the Province and 
municipality respectively. . 

6. It is to be noted that these regulations do not seek to 
meet the case of disabled members of the Canadian Overseas 
Forces and other classes of returned soldiers which fall within 
the jurisdiction of regulations administered by the Department 
of Soldiers’ Civil Re-establishment; or of persons (where such 
exist) whose necessities do not clearly arise from inability to 
secure employment and with whose necessities the municipal 
authorities have been accustomed to deal. 

7. It is the expectation of the Federal authorities that the 
provisions herein will be interpreted broadly and generously 
by the municipalities and the Provinces so that no resident of 
Canada willing and able to work and unable to secure employ- 
ment shall lack food, clothing or shelter for himself or herself 
and dependents. 

8. ‘These provisions to continue in effect until the close of 
the present fiscal year. 

The Committee concur in the foregoing observations and 
recommendations and submit the same for approval accordingly.

““Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ALBERTA: 


“It affords me much pleasure to be able to congratulate 
you on the result of your labours in this the first session of the 
Fifth Legislature of the Province. 

‘‘T have given my assent to the legislation you have enacted 
in the full assurance that it has been conceived and carried out 
in the best interests of the Province as a whole. 

“In meeting you again to release you from further attendance 
on the duties of the Session, I have to express my appreciation 
of your earnest attention to the many measures which have 
required your consideration. The care given to the various 
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Bills in Committees and the evident disposition to duly consider 
the many important Bills dealt with are worthy of recognition. 

“Your deliberations have been marked by the spirit of 
confidence and optimism which makes for the strength and 
success of the community. 

“You are to be commended for the legislation embodied 
in the various Acts enacted to meet the present necessities 
consequent upon crop failures with their consequent general 
depression and unemployment. | 

- “The lengthening of the time for redemption of lands from 
tax sales and other provisions of a like nature will protect many 
homes and encourage production, through which alone we can 
expect to prosper. 

“The Acts respecting Irrigation Schemes, while providing 
work for those who need it, are designed as revenue producing 
investments which will contribute materially to the general 
prosperity of the years to come. 

“The Public Highways Act and the Railway Extension 
Acts reflect in some degree our appreciation of the settlers’ 
wants in respect to good roads and railway accommodation 
throughout the rural districts. 

“Among other enactments worthy of special notice are the 
Restaurant Act and the amended Liquor Export and Liquor 
Acts, which will strengthen the hands of my Government in 
providing for the stricter enforcement of the law. 

“The Produce Merchants Act, the Agricultural Pests Act, 
and the Stock Inspection Act formulated to protect the farming 
community and to aid the development of our agricultural 
resources are timely and furnish evidence of our interest in the 
future of one of the basic industries of our Province. 

“The provision for a Minimum Wage Board for women, 
the Act respecting the Rights and Property of Married Women, 
the establishment of a Bureau of Labour, and the Act relating 
to the Superannuation and Rétiring Allowances of Civil Servants, 
will be laws that will lead to co-operation and co-ordination of 
effort and their operation will be of great advantage to the 
Province and its people. 

“T would relieve you from further attendance in the con- 
fident hope that before I have again the pleasure of inviting 
your attendance in this Assembly, many problems consequent 
on conditions will have been solved and the application of this 
solution so far advanced as to bring in sight the restoration of 
the whole community to a condition of permanent industry 
and advancement. 

“You may be assured that the Supplies you have voted 
for the need of my administration for the period up to the date 
of the final passage of the Estimates for the Fiscal Year ending 
December 31st, 1923, will be used with wise economy. I thank 
you for your liberality in this regard, and, in discharging you 
from further attendance, would assure you of my good wishes 
for the health and welfare of you all.”
